his Subjects, while the Interefts of ‘his 
Crown are referred to a future Dif- 
cuffion. It is true that the Sum fti- 
pulated for their Relief is not equal 
to their fir Demands, but no rea- 
fonable Perfon will objet to this, 
when he refleéts that Loffes of this 
kind are commonly aggravated and 
that it would have been imprudent, 
if not unjuft, to have infifted apon the 
Rigour of fuch Demands, and thereb 
have defeated thie whole. ° Accord- 
ingly our Commiffaries thought fit to 
reduce the original Sum to 200,000 
When this was done, my 
Lords, there was. ftill another Difi- 
culty. His Iberian Maijefty’s Funds 
in Columbia, from which this Money 
was to be paid, are very uncertain, 
and the Disburfements from them flow 
and precarious. His Minifters infifled 
that Payment thould be made either 
in the Places where the Confifcations 
happen’d, which muft have been ‘a 
Vvaft Inconveniency to the Sufferers ; 
Or that they thould accept of Security 
for it on the Chamber of Commerce at 
Sebfule. “This was ftill worfe, by 
reafon of the Dificulties that attend 
fuch a Payment, and the Perquifites 
that maft be deduéted for the feyeral 
Officers. Upon thefe Accounts a 
further Dedudtion of 45000 Sprugs was 
allow’d for prompt Payment, wliich 
is to be made at Mildendo within 
120 Days after the Exchange of the 
Ratificstions. -Now, my Lords, as we 
had made fuch Deduétions, it was 
but reafonable that the Jberians 
fhould likewife on their Parts  re- 
cede from the Rigour of their De- 
mands, which amounted to 180,000 
Sprugs, and were reduced to 60,000. 
This Abatement, in. Proportion to 
the Sum, is confiderably larger than 
that made on our Part,.and is. a Proof, 
both of the Zeal of the Miniftry’ here 
for the Interefts of the Empire, and of 
the Willingnefs and Sincerity of the 
Iberians to fulfill their Engagements. 


This Abatement was the more extraor- 


dinary

dinary, being made out of a Debt 
that we had by Treaty own’d to be 
due. The fame Artizle provides, 
that it fhall not be pretended that thefe 
reciprocal Difcharges extend to the 
Accounts and Differentes which fub- 
fift,.or are to be fettled between the 
Crown of Jberia and the Pacific Com- 
pany. By this, my Lords, we fee 
that all the Accounts betwixt that 
Crown and the aforefaid Company 
ate entirely diftinét from thofe that are 
fettled by the Commiffaries appointed 
by the Treaty of Sebfu/e, and that, the 
Iberian Monarch has no manner of 
Pretence for detaining a Grull of this 
95000. Sprugs on account of any Debt 
that may be owing him by the Pacific 
Company. On the other hand, my C 
Lords, by this Article Care is taken 
that the Pacific Company fhall be in- 
titled to all the Debts which they can 
claim of that Crown, or its Subjects. 

The fourth Article, ‘my Lords, re 
lates to fome Ships, the Value of p 
which was included in an Eftimate 
made by the Commiflaries appointed by 
the Treaty of Sebfule, andwhich makes 
a Part of the 155,000 Sprugs ftipu- 
Jated for the Relief of our Merchants. 
Nothing, therefore, could be mote rea- 
fonable than it, in Confequence of the 
Orders difpatched to ‘the Court of J- 
beria for that Purpofe, the Whole or 
any Part of the Payment for thefe 
Ships has been made in Columbia, fuch 
Payment fhould be dedutted out of the 
ftipulated Sum. Care is notwithftand. F 
ing takenin the fame Article that the 
Payment of the gsooo Sprugs fhall 
not be for that Reafon in any manner 
delayed ; {0 zealcus, my Lords, was 
our Miniftry for obtaining an imme- 
diate Relief for our {uttering Mer-c 
chants; and fo willing was the Crown 
of Iberia to grant it, that, by the latter 
Part of this Article, fhe entirely relies 
on the Faith of the Government here 
for. refunding what fhall appear to 
have been already paid. 

The next Article, my Lords, pro- 
vides that the Ratifications of this 
Convention fhall be delivered or ex- 
changed at London within the Space 
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of fix Weeks, at fartheft, after they are 
figned. ‘I’his, my Lords, is a8 {Hort a 

ime as ‘could have been allowed for 
that Purpofe, and fhews, that our Mi- 
niftry here“were' refolved that not a 
Day, fhould be loft. in bringing this 
Affair toa fpeedy Iffue. 

The firft leparate Article, my Lords, 
is calculated to remové. the commoa

What fhould we fay if 
we fhould hear them declare for arbitrary 
Power, only to preferve one Place-man, 
whofe Crimes being too enormous and 
too many to be tried, they may modeftly 
tell us,arbitrary Power prevents Confufion. 

As long as Liberry {ubfifts, the Parlia- 
ment will check the Miniftry, and the 
People be a Check upon the Parliament :

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


Paris, "THE King, having held fome 
Councils on the Declaration 
of War by Great Britain again{t Spain, 
declared to Cardinal Fleury, that he would 
remain Neuter in this f, Soe to be in 
the better Condition of reconciling the 
two Kings, which however fhould not 
hinder him from fupplying the Catholick 
King with the Succours ftipulated by 
Treaties.---Zbe Dutch have taken Refolu- 
tions to the fame Effect ; and moft of the o- 
ther Powers in Europe have alfo refolu'd 
on a Neutrality. So that, at prefent the 
War does not len likely to become. general. 
His Excellency the Earl Waldegrave, 
his Majefty’s Ambaffador at Paris, having 
complained to the Court of France, that 
{ome Spani{b Veflels had feized Ships be- 
longing to his Majefty’s Subjects in the 
River of Bourdeaux, the French Minifters 
affured his Excelleney that Orders were 
fent the proper Officers. of that Place to 
endeavour to feize the Spaniards and their 
Vefiel. and to reftore immediately to his 
Majefty’s Subjects the Ships and Effects 
taken from them. 

Petersburgh. The Articles of Peace be- 
tween Ruffia and the Porte are viz. 1. A- 
foph hall remaiu to Ruffiz, but be demo- 
liuih’d, and its Territory laid defart, to 
forts a Barrier betweeu the two Empires, 
2. Raffia may build a Fortrefs on this Side 
of the Don, and the Perte another on their 
Side of the River; but the City of Tagan- 
rock, built by Peter the Great on the Sea 
of Afoph, fall not be reftored. 3. The 
Ruffans thall have no Veffels on that nor 
the Black Sea, but fhali ufe the Turkifh 
Ships in sheir Commerce in thofe Seas. 


4. The Limits of the two Empires Welt 
of the Nieper fhall be the fame as regue 
lated in 1706, Kudack remaining to the 
Porte; the Limits tu the Eaft of the Nie- 
per to be fettled by a new Convention. 
Count Munich has accordingly quitted 
Moldavia, repafled the Nieper, and is re- 


turning to the Ukraine, by much the 
fame Way that he went, thro’ the Po/i{h 
Territories. 


Surat in the Eaft Indies. Kouli Kan 
having conquer’d and taken the Great Mo- 
gul, put him and his Prime Miniter into 
a Caftle, and caufed their Eyes to be put 
out. The Inhabitants of Dey murmur’d 
at this Cruelty, and baganto mutiny, up» 
on which Kouli Kax order’d his Army to 
fell on them, which they did, and in two 
Days mafiacred 300,000 Men, Women, 
and Children. They are rifen in feveral 
Parts of the Empire to make Head aa 
gainft the Ufurper, who has placed his 

Son on the Throne of Perfia. 

Jamaica. Sept. 22. On the 14th Com- 
modore Browne failed with five Men of 
War on fome Expedition, and as Admiral. 
Vernon is at Tortuga, we expect a De- 
{cent on the Ifland of Cuba. At the Ha- 
vannah, the Capitol thereof, as Mr Paf- 
cheud, in his Geography, fays, the Spani- 
ards axe fo fenfible of their Weaknets, and’ 
jealous of their Riches, that they blind. 
fold Strangers when they pafs by their 
Forts, and by reafon of an old Prophe- 
cy, have a particular Dread of the Eug- 
lifh. A fingle Privateer from Rhode Ifland 
had took a Port, and plunder’d a Town 
on the North of Cuba. A Prize of 20.000 
Dollars and fome lefler are brought in.
